THE HOLWORTHY MURDER. *--: 

At the Magistracy to-day, before Mr May, 
were charged Chung Alum, coolio, Taiping- 
shan ; Wong Akee, boatman, West’ Point; 
and Lo Achoy, coolice, Macao,—for having 
been concerned inthe murder of Mr W, 
W. Holworthy, near the Gap on Victoria 
Peak, on the 24th January last... The pri- 
soners all appeared considerably crestfallen, 
and held down their beads.luring the’ pro- 
ceedings, very unlike prisoners ‘placed ‘in 
dock upon minor charges. ‘The third - pri- 
souer (who is very slightly ~ pock-pitted) is 
the headman whom Mr Caldwell followed 
and captured. at Macao : he showed signs of 
trepidation both before and after. tho hear- 
ing of the case for a remand. 

Mr Etazeland, ‘crown solicitor, said that 
the three prisoners were charged with being 
concerned in the murder of Mr Holworthy, 
and he would ask a remand ; for that pur- 
poze he would-place Mr D, 8. Caldwell in 
the box, : 

Mr D. R:: Caldwell, having been sworn, 
stated that he was a Ohinese interpreter, 
and was on the rolls of the Supreme Oourt, 
Ho believed that, if.a remand for: thé pri- 
soners - were ‘granted, “eviderice ‘could be 
produced which would prove that they were 
concerned in the murder of Mr Holworthy.

CHIT-BOOKS, 
> Shanghae. Koening Courier.) 

When the: North China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society has built a museum 
or other establishment on the ground given 
it, by the British Goverument, perhaps not 
the least amusing part of its Library: might 
consist of a series of old chit-books. ~ These 
volumes after fulfilling their duty, ‘are 
“usually flung aside and.slide away into-that 
exhaustless limbo which is indicated by the 
expression: ‘‘ that coolie have takee.” “And 
yet, to a thoughtful man those wnappreciat- 
ed bouks are indices of lives, fortunes and 
changes: ~ Referring to them, we can, from 
other sources,’ as indicated by their. dates 
and naties, make‘out a yery- good ‘hiatory 
of particular years, fitms and individuals 
in. Shanghai, ‘or uny other community where 
chit-books are in uge ; and from ‘their com- 
parative study, the outline of most careers 
can be traced with far-Jesa difficulty, than 
from apparently clearer sources, 

Obit-books can be divided’ into. two dis- 
tinct kinds, masculine ‘and feminine; the 
distinction being perfectly well defined, It 
is generally, as we. nll know, an oblong, re- 
speotable-looking tome, neatly trimmed 
with leather, and’ carefully ruled: inside, 
The dateu are duly inserted, and the names 
written, in a bold’ mereantilo- band with 
monotonous. regularity; even when old, its 
grey shabbiness commands respuct, as dove 
a vespectable decayed: tradesman’ in- the 
world of men. >And. yet, useless as the old 
book seems, between the time when it was 
fresh from the store, and the time it’ is 
thrown away 0. thé top of an iron safe or 
the corner of a godown, in it is written its 
owner's. career in @ far more tell-tale man- 
ner than the writer possibly intended. We

But it is in the study of the chit-took 
feminine that real interest can be taken.

THE REBELLION IN HAYTY. 

There is something of a muddle about the: 
political disturbances now agitating the Re- 
public of Hayti, but enough reaches us to 
show that-the insurection is quite general, 
and that the rebels are in possession of tha 
important ports of Jacmel, Aux Cayes, Jes 
remie, St. Mare.and Marigoane, Sainave 
appears to have his hands full of business 
in attempting to suppress this rebellion, and 
has really managed affairs very well, a3 he 
has gotten together quite a little navy, with © 
which he purposes to reduce: the insurgent 
ports. He has sustained his finances by ise 
suing a Government currency and seizing 
the monopoly of the coffee trade, and by a 
forced loan, Probably the seizure of Ung- 
lish and. American: vessles by. Salnava' was 
made on the ground that they. ware viola. 
ting his recent regulations concerning tho 
trade in coffee, not one pound of.whioh oan 
be taken from the island without paying a 
royalty to the Government. . The -fivancial 
policy of Salnave must needs be cautious or 
he would have difficulty, with the French 
Government, as the Haytians aro heavily in 
dabt to the Frenolty and that debt is secured 
by a mortgage on- the public revennes. 
should general war of destruction ba: be- 
guu against the rebels, it is thought. that 
thé French would interfere, as.the existence 
of the towns ig ‘the only guarantee. of ‘the 
payment of the debt, Salnave. threatened 
to lay waste the town of Jeremie and was 
deterred only by the protest of the , French 
Consul, who remiuded him of the fact that 
his Government, really had s mortgage on 
the place, 

The Haytian rebels havo no ‘central or- 
ganization, but are commanded in the north 
by Pelion Faulert, a creole, who has lately 
usurped the chieftuncy heretofore ‘held by 
Generals John Lynch and Montas. Dis 
union prevails: to.'a great extent among the 
insurgents, ard they are” quarrelling among 
themselves, Faulort having himself arrest- 
ed and put under confinement the other 
Generale above mentioned. In the south, 
the rehels are more united, and have: been 
under the command of'an American, Gen. 
J. P. Hector (known.as Rebecca), but he 
‘has lately been killed at Jacmel, and we 
have'no information as to: hid successor. 
Salnave is increasing. hia army as well as 
navy, and as ho will be prepared for combin- 
; ed attacks by land and by sea, by and bye, 
there is no reason to suppose that the rebel- . 
lion can eventually succeed. If Salnave 
can keep out of any entanglements with, 
foreign Goveruments and. avoid bringing 
their vengeance down upon him, it appears - 
tnost probable that he will crush out the re- 
| bellion, confined as it is to theseaporttowns. 
Foreign commerce with these ports is very © 
considerable, and he has already raised the 
:ire of Hogland, Franca and’ the United 
States by his. blockades and embargocs, 
| Americans will look for the final result of 
the rebellion with interest, as the little Res
